In an unusual move last 
May, fohn Henricks, plan¬ 
ning director for the Town 
of Niagara-on-the-Lake, 
spoke out mid-planning 
process, and reassured 
residents strongly 
opposed to the proposal 
that he doesn’t expect to 
recommend it be 
approved, at least not with 
the information he had 
before him at that time. 

There was no site plan 
available, just a request 
for zoning and Official 
Plan amendments to 
allow a 76-unit, four-sto¬ 
rey apartment building on

of Mississauga St. that 
would replace two small 
houses and blanket the 
acre of their long, narrow 
lots currently zoned for 
single story homes. 

“With what we have 
today we will not be rec¬ 
ommending this to coun¬ 
cil for approval. We are 
struggling with what we’ve 
been given. They (the 
developers ) may give us 
more, but given where we 
are and where we plan to 
go with this, we won’t be 
recommending it,” 
Henricks told a crowd of 
about 200 people at the 
community centre. 

While issues such as 
parking, traffic flow and 
storm water management 
were mentioned as con¬ 
cerns by both residents 
and planning staff, the 
fundamental flaw with the 
application, as voiced 
repeatedly by frustrated 
residents, is the height, 
mass and density of a 
building that would over¬ 
shadow a neighbourhood 
of single family homes 
bordering the heritage 
district. 

The Niagara 


Foundation, a non-profit 
group dedicated to pre¬ 
serving heritage in 
Niagara-on-the-Lake for 
more than 50 years, hired 
Lehman to study the pro¬ 
posal and the area and 
provide a planning opin- 

"We’re astounded by 
this proposal,” said 
Niagara Foundation pres¬ 
ident Michael Howe. 

“There isn’t even an 
attempt to make it fit, not 
even lip service paid to 
the Old Town heritage 
district. We felt we needed 
to have reasoned profes¬ 
sional advice going for¬ 
ward, otherwise we’re just 
another voice in opposi¬ 
tion. I think this opinion 
will hold water.” 

Lehman is very familiar 
with the area, and has 
extensive experience with 
the Ontario Municipal 
Board, said Howe. 

That will be valuable if 
the proposal goes to the 
OMB, said Howe, but what 
role the Niagara 
Foundation might play is 
still up in the air.

“If that happens, we’ll have 
decisions to make,” he said. 

“We also have a lot of sym¬ 
pathy for the Town planning 
staff. They have a lot on their 
plate and difficult decisions 
to make. We thought it would 
be helpful if we took this ini¬ 
tiative.” 

Howe said he hopes, when 
this goes to council, “we’re 
both on the same side, and 
we hope this document is 
included in the information 
that goes to council.” 

It’s reasonable to expect, 
given the history of planning 
in NOTL, that the developer 
of the Mary St. property will 
return to the Town with a 
modified proposal, and if 
that happens, Lehman will 
be asked to consider the new 
proposal, said Howe. 

In his opinion Lehman 
discusses issues he consid¬ 
ers important to the devel¬ 
opment proposal. 

One issue considered by 
town planners when approv¬ 
ing projects is provincial pol¬ 
icy, and he looked at both 
provincial and regional 
intensification targets that 
might be met by the develop¬ 
ment. He found that there 
are sufficient undeveloped 
lands designated specifically 
for intensification in the Old 
Town, and there is no need 

According to data from the 
Region and the Town, 
Lehman said, NOTL has met 
provincial requirements for 
intensification "even if no 
new units were constructed 
in the town’s built-up areas 


over the next 16 years.” 

He also looked at whether 
the proposal should be 
approved without additional 
detail as to what it would 
look like, and found that 
even without a site plan to 
provide details, the proposal 
is out of character for the Old 

In looking at density, he 
said, the Town’s Official Plan 
sets medium density resi¬ 
dential developments at no 
more than 30 units per hect¬ 
are, "unless accompanied by 
the detailed site and area 
analysis demonstrating that 
there will be minimal impact 
on surrounding neighbour¬ 
hoods . . . Special care will 
be taken in the Old Town of 
Niagara and established resi¬ 
dential designations to main¬ 
tain the low-density charac- 

The proposal for Mary St., 
he said, does not adequately 
address the issue of charac¬ 
ter or compatibility, and 190 
units per hectare “is an inap¬ 
propriately high density that 
will be incompatible with the 
existing neighbourhood.” 

Henricks says he welcomes 
Lehman’s input, and the 
planner’s submission will be 
included in the information 
package that goes to council. 
“All public input is valued by 
this department, be it by 


other professional planners 
or the general public,” said 
Henricks. 

The Town’s planning report 
and recommendation on the 
proposal is expected to be 
ready for the planning com¬ 
mittee and council by 
September, at which time a 
public meeting will be held.

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Local author writes memoir of life with polio

Niagara-on-the-Lake is 
often described as unique, 
for so many reasons - its 
history, its agricultural and 
cultural diversity and its 
charm chief among them. 

But those who live and 
work in NOTL know the 
real reason the town is so 
exceptional is because of 
the many extraordinary 
people who live here. 

Peter Kavanagh is one of 
them - an intriguing indi¬ 
vidual with a remarkable 
story to tell, and he tells it 
well, whether he’s chatting 
about his life experiences 
while sitting on his back 


deck on a beautiful sunny 
morning in the Old Town, 
or sharing them in his 
recently published memoir 
of a young boy growing up 
victimized by a debilitating 

As an adult in his sixties, 
Kavanagh is obsessed with 
walking, as he has been 
most of his life. He explains 
why he has struggled both 
physically and emotionally 
with something most peo¬ 
ple take for granted, why 
it’s on his mind with every 
step he takes, in his recent¬ 
ly published inspirational 
tale of The Man Who 
Learned to Walk Three 

The bare bones of his 


story are this - in 1953, dur¬ 
ing the last Canadian polio 
epidemic and as a vaccine 
was being developed, he 
was diagnosed as an infant 
with paralytic polio - one of 
the 9,000 Canadian chil¬ 
dren to be struck by the 
most serious form of the 
disease. 

He learned to walk the 
first time with great diffi¬ 
culty, at 18 months old, 
after a year immobilized in 
the hospital and his first 
unsuccessful surgery - 
wearing a cast, the lower 
part of his left leg para¬ 
lyzed, and as a result short¬ 
er than his right. 

He would suffer through 
more surgeries, mostly

experimental, that includ¬ 
ed lengthy and difficult 
rehabilitation, with goals 
of improving his ability to 
walk and lessening his 
chronic and often severe 
pain. And although the 
surgeries never quite got 
him to where he had 
dreamed of, running like 
other kids in their coveted 
sneakers, he remained 
hopeful, and twice more, 
with willpower and deter¬ 
mination, he learned to 
walk again. 

He also spent decades 
going from one doctor's 
appointment and one hos¬ 
pital to another as his par¬ 
ents moved from province 
to province, with several 
medical compli¬ 
cations adding 
to the paralysis. 

You might 
expect his story 


ward-thinking 
and too much of 
an optimist to 
feel sorry for 
himself. 

He is intro¬ 
spective 
spending a year 
in bed in a cast 
as an adolescent 
after surgery to 
lengthen his leg, 
barely able to 
move, facing 
loneliness and 
boredom and 
depending on 
others to help 
with his most 
basic needs, 
forced that upon 

“It was pretty 
tough," he says, 
describingbeing 
cut off from his 
four siblings as 
they got on with 
their own lives, 
his mother busy 
caring for the 
family while his 
father worked. 

“I did a lot of 
reading, lis- 

and learned 
about solitude 
and self-reli¬ 
ance. Then, 
when the year 


was up, I had to learn to 
walk again.” 

It wouldn't be the last 
time - the third time was 
the charm, or at least the 
closest he would come to a 
miracle surgery, when at 
the age of 59, with a hip 
and ball joint built out of 
titanium and artificial bone 
to push his leg down, he 
woke up with two legs the 
same length, and for the 
first time, a lower body that 
was finally symmetrical.

Walking still didn’t come 
easily, though. His brain 
had compensated for one 
shorter leg all of his life, 
and as he tried to take his 
first steps post-surgery, “I 
didn’t know where my left 
foot was,” he explained. 

“My brain’s mental map 
of my body had to be con¬ 
stantly redrawn. And I was 
using muscles that were 
never there, that had to 
rejuvenate. But there was 
an upside to learning to 
walk on even legs. The pain 
stopped, at least for the 
most part.” 

He still has occasional 
pain from over-using mus¬ 
cles that aren’t accustomed 
to being used, and the 
expected aches and pains 
of being 61 years old, he 
said, but being pretty well 
rid of the chronic pain of 
the past “has been a 
remarkable experience.” 

As has, he adds, being a 
able to walk into a shoe 
store and buy what pleases 
him, after a life-time of hat¬ 
ing his orthopedic shoes. 

He still uses a cane, but 
walks more and more with¬ 
out it, as his left leg grows 
stronger and he becomes 
more confident in himself. 

Despite all he’s been 
through, he’s a good-hu¬ 


mored, glass-half-full kind 
of guy - whether it’s “the 
way my mind was wired, or 
the result of choice, my 
default position is to be an 
optimist. I just think things 
will work out, and for the 
most part, they have. 

“I’m not a Pollyanna, I 
don’t believe everything 
can be overcome, regard¬ 
less of what life throws at 
you, but so far, the things 
life has thrown at me, I've 
been able to cope with." 

He admits there were 
times when he was moody 
and short-tempered with 
people, likely because of 
the pain he lived with, but 
he’s generally been “a rela¬ 
tively happy person,” and 
finds himself, now pain- 
free, "more patient, more 
reflective, and surprisingly 
more grateful.” 

He describes himself as 
"a remarkably lucky per¬ 
son, in terms of who loves 
me, the career opportuni¬ 
ties I’ve had, the people 

After spending five weeks 
in India, and seeing how 
incredibly difficult life is 
there for people with dis¬ 
abilities, “I’ve realized I 
was a remarkably lucky 
person to have been born 
in Canada, where I can 
walk into a doctor’s office 
and say 'I need some help.’ 
I don’t have to pay for it 
and I don’t have to worry 
about it. That’s not some¬ 
thing I deserved, it just 
happened that I was lucky 
enough to be born here.” 

A talented writer, 
Kavanagh has worked most 
of his life at jobs he has 
loved, as a journalist in 
radio, TV and print. 

This is his third book, 
and although the most per¬ 
sonal, his journalist back¬ 
ground comes through. In 
addition to his own life 
experiences, he paints a 
picture of Canadian culture 
over the last 60 years, the 
development of the coun¬ 
try’s health care system, 
medical and social advanc¬ 
es, and growing up in an 
era many of us will recog¬ 
nize - even though we 
didn’t face his hardships, 
including the bullying that 
was a staple of every school 
yard.

But more than anything, it’s about 
his struggles to walk like others, to fit 
in to a world not particularly well- 
suited to disabilities, and come to 
terms with the obstacles that have 
shaped him to become the intellec¬ 
tual he is with deep interest in the 
world around him. 

Kavanagh lives with his wife, Debi 
Goodwin, in NOTL. She's dso a 
writer, and an avid gardener. They 
lovethe Old Town, having moved 
from Toronto - the only downside, 
he said, is seeing less of their daugh¬ 
ter lane, who is getting on with her 
own writing career. 

He is at a stage in his life where he 
writes when he feels like it - he has 
another book up his sleeve - and 
balances his love of working and still 
learning about subjects that interest 
him with a more relaxed existence, 


reading with a cup of coffee close at 
hand on the deck while his wife put¬ 
ter in the garden, indulging a love of 
travel and enjoying having the time 
to join the NOTL Rotary Club and 
pursue volunteer activities. 

When asked, as he often must be, 
how much his disease shaped the 
person he is today, the answer isn’t 
clear-cut. 

“I was asked once, if I could take a 
pill to wipe out all of the conse¬ 
quences of polio, would I take it? I 
didn’t have an answer then, and I 
still don’t today,” said Kavanagh. 

"Everything that happens in life 
shapes you. My experience with 
polio, the surgeries, learning how to 
walk, are part of who I am. One of 
the most important things I’ve 
learned is that I'm relatively okay 
with who I am. And I don’t know 
who I’d be if all those experiences 
were taken away."

Ladies take over in Shaw’s top-notch Top Girls

It felt so appropriate 
that the Shaw Festival’s 
eagerly-awaited produc¬ 
tion of Top Girls opened 
the same day equal rights 
history was made in the 


U.S. a week ago. 

Caryl Churchill’s mod¬ 
ern classic looks at the 
last big equality battle, 
women in the workplace, 
from the dingy, depress¬ 
ing perspective of 1982 

And lest you think this 
is just a catty period piece 


about fierce feminists, 
there is nothing predict¬ 
able about this modern 
classic. Except, perhaps, 
that Shaw’s amazing 
ensemble of actresses 
would completely own it. 
Under first-time Shaw 
director Vikki Anderson, 
this is a potent show full 


of nuanced heartbreak 
and some of the best per¬ 
formances the likes of 
Tara Rosling, Claire 
Jullien and Fiona Byrne 
have ever given here. 

Churchill's challenging 
play certainly gives them 
enough rope to overin¬ 
dulge, but all of them see 
the big picture. 

This isn’t so much a 
show about successful 
women as it is the pain, 
humiliation and hardship 
they endured to get there. 
To the point they can 
barely enjoy the reward. 

‘They’ being the colour¬ 
ful group that forms the 
play’s surreal, stupendous 
opening scene. 


To celebrate her recent 
promotion, career-driven 
Marlene (Byrne) has 
invited some of history's 
great female go-getters. 
There’s Pope Joan 
(Jullien), who fooled the 
masses into thinking she 
was a man. Dull Gret 
(Laurie Paton), who 
inspired a group of peas¬ 
ant women to invade Hell. 
Isabella Bird (Catherine 
McGregor), who travelled 
the world on a doctor’s 
advice. Lady Nijo (Julia 
Course), a 13th century 
Japanese Concubine. 

And Patient Griselda 
(Rosling), who married 
the Marquis of Saluzzo on 
the strict condition of her 


obedience. 

“It was always easy,” 
she says, “because he 
always knew I’d do what 
he say.” 

The fact some of these 
women didn't even exist, 
or whether the whole din¬ 
ner is plucked from 
Marlene's imagination, is 
never addressed. 

And after awhile, it 
doesn’t matter because 
this whirlwind scene 
establishes the play's tone 
in course fashion. The 
guests constantly inter¬ 
rupt each other, starting 
their own story before the 
other is finished.

They aren’t used to 
ceding the spotlight to 
other women, and thus 
fight to rise above as 
they always have. And 
the more they drink, 
the more they reveal 
what their place in his¬ 
tory really cost them. 

This dinner party 
could have been the 
entire play, but things 
takes a jarring detour. 
We reconvene at 
Marlene’s workplace, 
the Top Girls 
Employment Agency, 
where she deals with 
women looking for a 
career change. 

She deals with them 
coldly, as if reluctant 
to help anyone else in 
a skirt and heels fur¬ 
ther themselves. 

As she later remarks, 
“if they’re stupid or 


lazy or frightened, I’m 
not going to help them 
get a job, why should 
I?" 

It’s not until Act II 
that we see Marlene's 
backstory and what 
went into her lack of 
compassion required 
to excel. Churchill 
never makes it black 
and white, however. 
You can sympathize or 
hate her equally by the 
end, but there’s no 
denying Marlene had 
to make decisions and 
sacrifices men 
wouldn’t to hold the 
same position. 

As hurtful as she can 
be, you can feel her 
fury when a coworker's 
wife pays a surprise 
visit, imploring her to 
reconsider giving up 
herpromotion because 
her husband is dis¬ 
traught at the thought 


of working for a 
woman. 

Key to the play’s 
heartbreak in the sec¬ 
ond half is Rosling as 
Marlene’s bitter sister, 
and Course as her 
mentally troubled 
daughter who suspects 
Marlene is her real 

During a flashback 
scene which ends the 
play, their dysfunction 
becomes an open 
wound. Mixed with a 
vicious quarrel about 
politics and the real 
meaning of feminism 
in Thatcher’s Britain, 
the play departs with 
questions which still 
have cloudy answers 
more than 30 years 
later. 

It’s deftly-handled 
here, loaded with some 
of Shaw's finest girl

About 1,961 km (or 30%) of the Great Wall has disappeared and 
another 1,185 km are in poor condition. And human activity 
(brick stealing) is the primary cause of destruction. 


SIGNAL TOWERS: Used to send military communications by 
beacon or smoke signals; about 25,000 watch towers along the wall; 
18 km apart; usually located on hilltops; the lower levels contained 
rooms for soldiers, as well as stables, sheepfolds, and storage areas. 


Originally built as a military defence 
project of successive Chinese Empires. 


Three major components 
make up the great wall 

PASSES: Built where the Wall 
crossed major trading routes;
